Many hours every work- 
ing day are wasted' by interruptions 
of the most vexatiously trivial nature, 
by questions and visitors that should 
be attended to by subordinates. 
It 


is literally true that the president has 
otten to break off consideration or 
discussion ot matters of the most vital 
importance to the nation for a de- 
cision on some matter that in a big 
business concern would get no farther 
than the first clerk. 


Mr. Steffens' article is the narrative 


of a day passed in the White house in 
observing the crowds 
that 
throng 


there and noting the purpose of their 
calls. 
"I wished." says the 
writer, 


"that not fewer but more Americans 
could have been there to see what the 
busist man of us all was busied with." 
In Washington legislation is now be- 
ing considered; Secretary Cortelyou, 
indeed, has already quietly affected 
muc,h. but no really thorough reform 
can be accomplished until the public 
opinion has been persuaded that for 
the president to refuse to remain at 
the beck and call of everybody and 
anybody is no violation of our de- 
mocratic rules traditions. The time, 
Mr. Steffens thinks, is ripe for a bold 
move. 
"The man to solve the prob- 


lem." he concludes, "is the president; 
not any 
president, 
but 
President 


Roosevelt. 
The reform must be es- 


tablished by the will of a strong man. 
who is truly democratic, and is not 
nfraid of a fight.

The average premium at 
which children are insured Is 0 cents, 
while the average amount paid at 
death of children under 10 years of ago 
s ab.)ve $30. This amount is barely 
Rudlelent to meet the expenses of bur- 
al in the large cities. 
The youngest age at which a child Is 
nsurod is I' next birthday, and at this 
age i:i return for a 5/-ent premium the 
companies will pay !?8 If the child dies 
during the first three months of policy 
duration, ?T> if the child has b»oa in- 
sured more than three but less than six 
mouths, $12 if the child has been insur- 
ed more than six but less than nine 
months and ?lo if the child has been 
insured more than nine but less than 
one year. At the age of 3 years the 
imonnt which is paid after a policy has 
•>ecn one year In force Is 517; at age 4, 
$110; at age 5. $1M, increasing gradually 
antil age 10 is reached, when the 
amount payable at death In return for 
a 5 cent premium is $120. 
In other 


words, the amomits gradually increase, 
although the premiums remain the 
same. -Leslie's Weekly.

WHEN BOOT HOOKS AND BOOTJACKS 


WKM FAMILIAR ARTICLES.

f ,.itre«t," in the local I*tin quarter, therk 


to a little cobbler's shop that looks like 
an etching by Durer.gTbe tools, which 
are stack in leather,loops around the 
walla, have an air of serious antiquity 
like decayed gentlefolk, and over the 
threshold Is an empty * -wicker bird- 
cage, canted at Just the rlghfrangle to 
make what the artists call' "a good 
composition." The cobbler himself is 
a smallish, stoop shouldered' man, with 
a perfectly bald bead and Iron spec- 
tacles half way down bis nose. The- 
'other day he told a friend bow tbe an- 
cient and honorable craft of boot- 
' making had gone into decline. 


"I was working for myself two years 


. ' before tbe California excitement be- 


gan In 1849," he said. "Those were 
grand days. All gentlemen wore boots 
then made out of the finest calfskin, 
•with tops about 12 Inches high. 
The Wellington boots were fashionable 
just before my time, but I've made a 
few pairs, mostly for foreign gentle- 
men, and they looked very elegant out- 
side of tight pantaloons. The top was 
generally morocco. It hugged the calf 
of tbe leg close and came to a point In 
front, fiulshed with a small red or pur- 
ple tassel. But the boot that every- 
body wanted was a plain, fine grained 
calfskin, and it bad to fit like a glove 
or It wouldn't do at all. 


"Do you see those lasts up on tbe 


shelf? Well, the men they were made 
for are dead now, tbe whole crowd. 
But I'll bet you there Isn't one in tbe 
lot that hasn't been patched and al- 
tered at least 40 times. Thnt shows 
you how particular they were. " Feet 
•will change more from year to year 
than you have any idea of, and we bad 
to keep track of such changes so as to 
make the boot set perfectly snug. In 
those days a gentleman, especially a 
young gentleman, who went Into so- 
ciety wouldn't have a boot that he 
could wear without cursing for a first 
week or so. They wanted them tight, 
tight as war, and every young buck 
bad his collection of boot hooks and 
bootjacks to get 'em on and off. Those 
tools 
were common birthday and 


Christmas presents back In the forties 
and fifties, and some of them were got 
up very fine. I've seen boot hooks with 
silver mounts and mahogany handles 
1100 a pair. 


"Tbe strain of pulling on a pair of 


tight boots was so great," continued 
the little cobbler musingly, "that -we 
Used to run the strap ends half way 
down the inside ?1 the leg and double 
sow them with waxed silk twist A 
young gentleman was actually killed 
here In 1830 or thereabout by the 
breaking of his boot straps. I remem- 
ber the circumstance well. 
He was 


going to a ball and was sitting on a 
stool In his room pulling on a pair oC 
new boots with the hooks they used 
then. Both straps gave -way together, 
and he fell over backward and hurt 
his spine so that he died next day. 
Yes, sir; that's a fact The family are 
still living here, and I made b«ots for 
orie of his uncles up to less ttian ten 
years ago. No; 1 can't say there was 
anything especially peculiar about tho 
boots of that time except that they had 
much higher heels than are worn uoiv 
and very light soles, generally finished 
around the edge with a stitching oC 
yellow thread. 
A good pair of boots 


could be resoled four or five times, but 
It was seldom done. When they began 
to wear, a gentleman would generally 
give them to his body servant 


"The price of boots then was never 


less than $16 and more often §20. and 
the planters up the river thought noth- 
ing of ordering half a dozen or even :i 
dozen pair at a time. 1 had one good 
customer froa Lafourcbe. He vras a 
fine gentleman, with grand manners, 
One day he came Into the shop to order 
a pair of boots, and while I was meas- 
uring him to correct his foot he looked 
at me very sharp. 'Will you allow me 
to see your tongue?' he said presently. 
I was surprised, but I put It out and 
he pursed up his lips, like a man whis- 
tling. 'Hum-m-m!' said he. 'How is 
your appetite?" 'Poorish,' said I, for I 
wasn't feeling very well Just then. 
'Make me 12 pairs of boots this time.' 
snid he and walked out without anoth- 
er word. I felt kind of uncomfortable 
for awhile after that; but Lord bless 
you, I've outlived him these 20 years. 


"Boots went out of style In the sev- 


enties, but a good many of the old peo- 
ple still stick to them, and, for that 
matter, some are worn even to this 
day. 1 have four customers now that 
I make boots for regular. They are all 
middle aged men, aud I used to work 
for-thelr fathers and uncles. They say 
that the high leather legs keep them 
from catching cold, and they don't 
'want the feet tight, but prefer them 
large and roomy. So I don't have to 
P0';to the trouble of correcting their 


- 'lasts; as 1 did In the old days. 
t'l don't make shoes," added the old 


man. with a touch of asperity. "I nev- 
er made a pair In my life, but It's lucky 
for me, perhaps, that they've taken to 
wearing them and make them as poor 
us they do. That brings In enough 
cobbling to keep the pot a-boillng."—

upon the wreck of'a beached ship may 
be the only one of the sort in New 
York, but at least In one other city 
here !• a stmilar'etructure and locally 
a better known one, for the reason that 
the building preserves the name pf the 
;hip.

This Is In San Francisco, where none 


may aspire to rank In (the pioneer or 
•forty-niner" class unless he can dis- 
inctly remember "when the water 
came up to Montgomery street," which 
relatively to the present pier and bulk- 
bead line represents a distance much 
farther inland than Front street, In 
New York. At the time when Mont- 
gomery street had only one side, being 
n reality the beach, the bay of San 
Francisco was crowded with, all spirts 
of ships lying Idle for the simple rea- 
son that all hands and the cook had 
skipped out for gutter's Fort and the 
mines. It was Impossible to get the 
ships discharged. Men would never 
consent to be stevedores on the beach 
when they could be millionaires at the 
mines. That Is why many of the car- 
goes were never broached except when 
there was need of something to fill up 
the mudholes on the beach streets. No 
argonaut would respect himself if he 
could not tell of the time when he saw 
the streets along the water front paved 
with plug tobacco In boxes.

It is a curious fact that many insane 


women arc possessed with an insatia- 
ble vanity and a mania for "make up," 
says the London Express. Sometimes 
the only way to keep the peace with 
such patients Is to allow them a cer- 
tain freedom In the use of cosmetics. 


A wave of unrnanageableness often 


passes over" the woman's side of an asy- 
lum If the material of a new uniform 
dress deserves the title of dowdy. Many 
insane women will tear a somber 
brown gown to shreds, but if it Is a 
pretty blue or a smart red they pre- 
serve it carefully against spots and 
dust. The effect that dress has on the 
Insane Is so well known that the lunacy 
commissioners make special comments 
In their official reports to the lord chan- 
cellor on the colors and material of the 
gowns supplied to women in the vari- 
ous asylums. 


Very clever devices te obtain cosmet- 


ics are resorted to by patients infected 
with tbe mania of vanity who have 
been accustomed to artificial aids to 
beauty. They soak paper roses in wa- 
ter and use the tinted result as a cheek 
reddener, or they put the red covers of 
books borrowed from the asylum libra- 
ry in a basiu of boiling water and bot- 
tlo the carmine fluid for future face 
use. Fresh flowers of reddish tinge are 
crushed and used on faded cheeks and 
wrinkled skins. 


One former society btftuty, now In an 


asylum. Is perfectly tractable so long 
as she Is allowed to wear a curly false 
fringe and to use a modified amount of 
rouge and powder. If these are taken 
away, she becomes suicidal and re- 
fuses to eat. 


Another notable example is that of 


an old woman with gray hair who be- 
comes homicidal when she Is deprived 
of a beautiful golden wig suited to a 
girl of 17. The experiment was tried 
once, but so much violence resulted 
that the commissioners recommended 
that she should be allowed to retain 
her headdress. Before admission to the 
asylum she had poisoned three per- 
sons. But the wig and plenty of pink 
powder keep her peaceable and con- 
tented. 


The friends of patients who find 


their happiness in personal decoration 
bring them small packets of cosmetics, 
or rather they smuggle them In, for 
such 
articles are contraband and 


against the rules. Though their minds 
are gone, the patients are clever 
enough to make little holes in their 
mattresses and to invent most cunning 
hiding places for their treasures. In 
those cases where restriction of toilet 
appliances increases insane outbreaks, 
the attendants let these little beauty 
stores pass by unnoticed. So long as 
the make up Is not too e\ldent the at- 
tendants do not interfere. 


Strictly speaking, curl papers are not 


allowed in asylums. As a matter of 
fact, their use is overlooked. Curled 
fringes and wavy locks often make 
all the difference between peace and 
rebellion. The Ingenuity displayed by 
feeble minds in turning everyday arti- 
cles to facial use Is often surprising. 


Brick dust, scraped from the asylum 


walls, and powdered hearthstone have 
frequently figured ou faces in lieu of 
rouge and powder. A spoonful of red 
currant jam provided a week's roses 
for pale cheeks. Indelible pencil, coal 
dust and blacklead make a dark stain 
for colorless eyelashes and outline de- 
ficient or white eyebrows. 


A" handful of flour begged from the 


kitchen is an excellent substitute for 
toilet powder, while gray or faded hair 
is sometimes tinted with a strong de- 
coction tof tea leaves. A tendency to 
tight lace to such tiny proportions as 
to interfere with sanity and bodily 
health is another foible of the woman 
with unhinged mind. Abnormal waists 
are counteracted by lacing the corset 
with elastic. 


An insane asylum would not seem to 


offer many temptations to its inmates 
to rival one another in dress and beau- 
ty.

Borne ot tbe Aelda Manmfactnred A*« 


So Fatal, to Life That Jo Xiven In- 
baltt Tlieir Fame* Would Mean Cer- 
tain Death. 
It is not generally known, that Cin- 


cinnati has within her confines a half 
fiozen factories that manufacture every 
day enough deadly poisons to annihi- 
late the entire population of the city. 


These factories are carefuljy guarded 


from all Intruders, and even the em- 
ployees have to be skilled in their 
work and be well aware of the .risk 
they take before admittance is granted. 


Some of the poisons are so deadly 


that Inhaling the fuuie,s that arise from 
their manufacture would mean certain 
death. This is especially the case with 
anhydrous acid, a drug that is never 
placed on the market in its pure state, 
and even in the chemist's laboratory it 
Is handled with all the care that would 
be given to a poisonous reptile. If the 
fumes of this acid should escape, the 
chemist would never live to tell the 
tale. Tbe man who discovered It was 
killed by inhaling its fumes, and other 
men have met similar deaths. 


Probably the most dangerous of the 


drugs manufactured here is the cy- 
anide of potassium. 
Its fumes are 


said not to be poisonous, and one cau 
work in the room where it Is manufac- 
tured without fear, except that he 
must not touch it. The slightest quan- 
tity of the poifaon in its pure state 
would kill Instantly if swallowed. The 
fumes arising from it have rather a 
pleasant odor, and it is said that it 
produces a witching effect upou the 
workmen. 
The finished poison looks 


like crystallized sugar, and as you gaze 
on it and smell the fascinating odor 
there Is a strong temptation to taste- 
it 
The fascination is probably much 


like that which draws a man over a 
steep precipice. At any rate, the at- 
traction to taste of the poisou is so 
well recognized that a workman is 
never allowed to remain aloue in the 
rconi where It is being manufactured. 


Nitric and sulphuric acidb aru poi- 


sons equally fearful in. their result 
when once libeiatetl. 
Tliese poisons 


eat tn\ ay and through almost u 
thing, and they can only be kept in 
carboys. When one of these carbojs 
Is broken, the factoiy is doomed. Tin 
acid spreads round and begins to eat in- 
to everything it touches and nieUlent.il- 
y sets o\erythins; intl.immable on lire 
To collect the acid or to pour anything 


ver it to counteract its effects is ai 
mpossibility. As it burns and spreads 
round its fumes become deadly h: 
heir effect, and firemen attempting to 
nit out the flames would suffer. Tlu 
umes do not kill at once, but If breath 
id for 24 hours they poisou the sys 
;em, and death ofttimes results. 


The fumes of corrosive sublimat 


are as deadly as almost any polsor 
and In factories where the drug 1 
made the greatest care is used to pro 
vent them from escaping. 


There arc many other poisons mad 


for commercial use that are only a lit 
tie loss powerful, but nearly all of thei 
are diluted when placed on the mar 
Icct. Some of these arc yellow prus- 
siatc of potash, nitrate of silver, ace- 
tate of lead and copper, ferrocyanide 
of potash, white and rod letid and 
many other poisons. By their being di- 
utod the danger of using and handling 
s minimized. 
There is ono factory in Cincinnati 


that does a thriving business securing 
nitrate of silver from east off photog- 
raphers' stock and still another that 
makes the drug in a crude way. The 
proprietor of the latter establishment 
is a native of Switzerland, and the gar- 
ret of his house is his workshop. Some 
time ago he was overcome by the 
fumes from his crucibles and come 
near dying. He had met with a young 
German learning the trade, and the ap- 
prentice suddenly quit his job when 
be discovered that his skin was turn- 
Ing a bluish hue. 


The accidents that have resulted from 


handling this class of poisons are many. 
Several years ago a carboy of nitric 
acid was accidentally broken In a fac- 
tory in Eastern avenue, and the acid 
began to have its way without opposi- 
tion. It soou started the Interior of the 
factory on fire, and it was eating Its 
way into an adjoining room, where 
large quantities of other poisons wore 
stored. Several workmen volunteered 
to put out the flames and to check the 
acid in its deadly work. Several hour", 
were occupied before they succeeded, 
and when matters seemed all right 
they returned home. The ucxt day all 
were sick, and one of the men died, the 
fumes of the acid having been inhaled 
and enough of the poison, absorbed to 
cause death. — Cincinnati Commercial 
Tribune.

UrouK'it to Grift Throajjh the 
iof;Trleli and Device. 
One of the favorite summer sports of 
lie fishermen and marooners of Savan- 
nah is turtle hunting on the sandy 
reaches of the neighboring islands, 
where from May to August the turtles 
come out to lay their eggs. 


On the long, flat stretches of sancj the 


turtle crawls about 100 fuet or more 
from tho water line, and there, with. 
ier flippers scooping out a round hole 
rorn two to three feet deep, deposits 
jcr eggs, often 300 or more, covering 


f 50 or so with a thin layer of 


sand, and puttiug a final layer of con- 
siderable thickness over the top of the 
nest after her maternal duties are fin- 
ished. This final filling iu of the nest 
she smooths off even with the beach 
and after making the surroundings as 
nearly as possible like the remainder 
of the beach, if undisturbed, crawls 
back to the water with the pleasing 
consciousness of duty well performed 
and the confident conviction that in a 
short time her maternal heart will be 
gladdened with a numerous progeny. 


Even when she escapes with her life, 


however, her hopes of a family arc of- 
ten disappointed, for turtle eggs are 
conceded to bo a delicacy by nearly 
everybody who has tried them, and it 
is this toothsomeuess of her product 
that leads to the undoing of the turtle's 
hopes, for during the season of her lay- 
ing the nests are sought for continu- 
ously and many of thorn found and 
robbed of their coutcuts. The method 
of search is very simple. Where the j 
tracks of the turtle arc found loading I 
up the beach they are followed, and | 
the ground at various points along the | 
trail is tested by moans of a slender j 
rod or walking cane. Tho nest is dis- 
tinguished when reached by the ready 
yielding of the sand, and the hunters 
scoop out the sand with their hands 
and appropriate the eggs. 


But it is in see tiring the turtle herself 


that the hunter finds the greatest 
pleasure. The hunt is almost always 
made at iiiglit and preferably during 
moonlight. 
Tho conditions are ,bost 


about tho middle of May, during a full 
moon, and in the early morning hours. 
Then skirting the water line the hunt- 
ers walk along the beach, keeping a 
sharp lookout for trucks as they pass 
along and a still sharper lookout ahead 
for the creature Itself. 
On a clear 


night the great, slumbering aulmal can 
be distinguished a long way off. When 
one is sighted, the hunters determine 
their further proceedings iu accordance 
•faith the position of the creature with 
respect to the nearness of the water 
line and its evident intentions. If on 
its way to make a nest, which Is 
known by its crawling up tho sand 
and away from the water, there Is no 
particular need to hurry, as, unless 
disturbed, the turtle will not return to 
the water until she has deposited .he.r 
eggs. Ko usually the hunters are con- 
ent to wait a safe distance away until 
the nest has been completed and tho 
actual laying of the eggs begun. Thou 
they may approach with impunity, for j 
ho turtle, onco on the nest, will not j 
nove until she has completed her task. 
'.i is whou she commences her retreat 
to the water that the hunters secure 
lor by catching the side of the shell 
and turning her over on her back, 
whore she lies helpless and can only 
fan her mighty nnd powerful flippers 
in wrathy impotence. 


The turtle is a firm believer that dis- 


cretion is the better part of valor, and 
«he shows fight only when cornered 
'ind has no way of escape. Should she 
catch sight of her natural enemy, man, 
before she has begun to lay, she will 
at once beat a hasty retreat toward 
tho water, scaling the hard beach and 
throwing back quantities of sand in 
her haste. But when she is brought 
to bay she will both bite and strike 
heavy blows with her flippers, and 
these must be carefully avoided while 
she is being turned on her back. 


It Is owing to her efforts to injure 


her enemies that her final undoing Is 
accomplished, for, like most of 
the 


family testudinata, the turtle can draw 
its head into the shell and close Its 
flippers close to its sides, making itself 
practically impervious to attacks. This 
its captor knows, and so when ready 
to slaughter it he pokes its head with 
a stick until, to Ftop the annoyance, 
the animal extends its head, when It is 
cut off by a well directed blow with 
hatchet or ax. 


Some persons claim that there can be 


found in the turtle portions that tasto 
like and resemble in appearance chick- 
en meat, veal and beefsteak, but the 
average marooner finds In the turtle 
only turtle, which both in texture and 
taste closely resembles beefsteak. 


Turtles are still quite numerous on 


Warsaw, though not nearly so plenti- 
ful as they were several years ago, 
when as many as nine have boon turn- 
ed in one night. They average In size 
from the comparatively small one of 
100 pounds to 500 pounds and In ex- 
tepiionnl cases COO.— Savannah News.

Shakespeare's favorite color word was 


rod. 
As a matter of fact that is the 


iharacteristlc word of most groat writ- 
ers. Out of every hundred color words 
ti.scd by Shakespeare iu his poems no 
fewer than ."0 are rod. White follows 
with "2, then comes black, '20; yellow, 
17; green. T; blue, 4. 


It is on!y natural that a writer on 


country subjects should use a lot of 
green words. Hcd must always be tho 
predominant color in writings dealing 
with the hotter passions, with love and 
war. Even then the colors used depend 
In a remarkable manner upon the idio- 
syucraoios of tho writer. 


Taking the case of the poets, gvcc'n 


is the color most used in the "Song of 
Songs." It is also the color most used 
by 
Coleridge, 
Shelley, 
Keats 
and 


Wordsworth. 
Black is tho predomi- 


nant color of Homer r.nd white of Ca- 
tullus, Cbatu-OF-aud UosseUi. while yel- 
low Is the favorite color of that weird 
•writer Poo. Hcd is the color of Tenny- 
son, Swinburne and Whitman. 


It must be taken into consideration 


that the old writers often used color 
words in a different souse to their pros- 
out moaning. Some people £0 so far 
as to say that things looked quite dif- 
ferent to the ancients aud that groei: 
nnd blue have boon seen only during tht' 
last thousand years. 


Hod is the most pleasant nnd vigor- 


ous of colors. It is a joyous color, full 
of life and grit. It is the color of the 
strongest of passions. In anything deal- 
ing with 111:111 and woman red tuu^t 
have its predominant place. It is tho 
color of the rich, quick blood of all 
that's best in life. 


White is usually a pleasant color, es- 


pecially when associated with red. as a 
woman's white neck aud red lips, ivory 
throat and blushing cheek-;, alabaster 
forehead and rosy ears.
